This is a rather difficult subject to comment upon, but it is 
one that must be met. 


I regret, and deeply so, that the truth demands me to state 
that the overseer’s department instead of receiving the co- 
operation of the board of selectmen as it pertains to matters 
of grave importance to the town, has received vigorous op- 
position during the year from the majority vote of the board. 

Space does not permit my taking up all specific cases. I 
wish, however, at this time to call to the attention of the 
voters one particular act of the selectmen, which was, and is 
contrary to the best interest of the taxpayers. A bill amount- 
ing to $178 has been accruing over a period of three or four 
years and was listed to be paid, as all old bills were, out of 
the $14,000 bond issue recently floated. An order to cover the 
above amount was drawn by the selectmen and charged 
against the current appropriation for the poor department, 
and this, in spite of the fact, that advice had been received 
to the effect that a 15 per cent. discount would be accepted, 
which discount, I have since collected and returned to the 
town. 

This, and other important transactions as they concern the 
poor department, were completed without consulting the 
overseer. 

In view of the fact, that our W. P. A. project was halted 
June 1 last, and only just recently (December 23) started up, 
and also, in view of the fact, that private industry during the 
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iay-off, above mentioned, was unable to absorb the surplus 
of labor created by the condition, referred to above, I feel for- 
tunate in knowing that during my term as overseer of the 
poor none of our unfortunate, yet deserving, citizens have 
been either ignored or neglected.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


While, in the limited time at the disposal of an auditor be- 
fore the report must go to press, it has been impossible to 
make an exhaustive audit, I have examined the books of each 
of the town officials sufficiently to assure myself that all town 
books have been kept in as satsfactory a manner as the sys- 
tem will allow, with proper vouchers filed and posted for all 
monies paid by the treasurer. 


The system now in use is inadequate to present-day town 
accounting, one of its failings being lack of provision for fre- 
quent check-ups through the year rather than having to wait 
until the end of the year to find out how the town stands. 
However, under the new auditing law, the State may give us 
some assistance in working out a better system. 


Since the town books must henceforth be audited under 
the supervision of the State Department of Audit, it would 
seem unnecessary to elect an auditor this year, but money 
should be added to the incidental account to cover the cost of 
the State audit. 

Of the two reports on the poor account, the first is an ac- 
curate statement of expenditures and receipts as shown by the 
selectmens’ books at the time the report was made up. The 
second report, that of the overseer of the poor, speaks for 
itself.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Sullivan: 


I hereby submit my third annual report of the condition 
and progress of our schools. 

During the century just past there has been more progress 
in education than ever before in the world’s history. We en- 
joy the benefits of free education today because the public 
school was founded by Horace Mann one hundred years ago. 
We look upon our system of education as the bulwark of our 
American civilization and believe that the kind of citizenship 
we are able to teach our children will determine the future 
of our country. We realize more fully than ever that such at- 
tributes as honesty, industry, thrift and courtesy built into 
their characters will help prepare our boys and girls to cope 
with the new and various problems of this rapidly changing 
world. We must teach the fundamental skills, giving par- 
ticular attention to reading and language usage. We must 
point out the extraordinary range of conditions under which 
Imen live and develop a spirit of civic pride, cooperation and 
humanitarianism. We must create in our children a love and 
appreciation of nature, music, art and literature such as to 
enable them to spend their spare time profitably. This is a 
big job, and one which offers a challenge to every teacher. I 
believe our teachers are mindful of their responsibilities and 
that they are meeting the challenge, each in his or her own 
splendid, individual way, from the primary school to the high 
school. The high quality and efficiency of our teachers is re- 
fiected by the ever-increasing interest in school work and the 
fine spirit of cooperation which prevails. 

As formerly, we are using the Stanford achievement tests 
_in the elementary grades for the purpose of judging pupil pro- 
gress and for a more intelligent grade promotion. Teachers 
are enthusiastic in the use of the tests and are spurred to 
greater activity by the encouraging results. 

Our rather intensive spelling program as continued this 
year shows higher weekly averages than ever before. It en- 
ables children to learn words needed in the work of their 
respective grades, to enlarge their vocabularies and to correct 
untidy habits of erasing and rewriting. 
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It is gratifying to see the increased interest in reading 
which is.an outgrowth of the new library books which have 
been provided. Through a limited use of personal education- 
ai films, it has been shown that visual education should have 
a real place in our schools. The child who ordinarily grasps 
ideas slowly, learns quickly through sight and sound and re- 
members what he learns. 


We believe some progress is being made in health education. 
Through the cooperation of teachers, nurses and parents, the 
Seven-Point work is becoming more effective. Our annual 
Field Day serves as a strong motivating force not only of 
health but of the entire school program as well. While es- 
sentially a children’s play-day, its success depends largely 
upon the interest and support of parents and friends. It is a 
colorful event with games for the lower grades, track for the 
upper grades, a parade with band playing and banners wav- 
ing, school yells and the Seven-Point Circle as a crowning 
feature. We hope more grown-ups will come to realize that 
they are welcome and that it is almost their duty to be pres- 
ent. <j

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NURSE’S REPORT 


HANCOCK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICE 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Sullivan, Maine: 


I hereby submit a brief report of the service rendered the 
town of Sullivan, Maine, by the Hancock County Health Ser- 
vice, February 1, 1937, to February 1, 1938. 


During the months of April and May, 1937, the Early Diag- 
nosis Campaign material was distributed in the form of 
pamphlets and posters to all the schools and public places. 

Classroom inspections and individual inspections were given 
the pupils who were absent at the annual inspection and a 
check-up made on the Seven-Point pupils. 

Investigated a case of tuberculosis reported by the district 
health officer, Dr. John McDonald, of the State Department 
of Health, to ascertain the number of contact cases. Home 
visits made regarding a check-up on the two cases who should 
have X-rays of the chest. 

Conveyed a school pupil to the State mental hygiene clinic 
in Bangor at the advice of the State social service field work- 
er, pending the child being admitted to a childrens’ State 
school. 

Individual physical inspection has been given to all the pu- 
-pils of Sullivan primary and intermediate schools during 
1937, the Sullivan high and grammar schools during January 
and February, 1938. The work in the schools has continued 
much the same as in former years—class room inspections at 
frequent intervals throughout the year, the routine weighing 
and measuring, the Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test 
for hearing, inspection of the teeth, throat, heads, scalps, for 
rashes and sores, and personal cleanliness, and for infectious 
diseases. The result of which is as follows: 

Number of pupils who have infected eyelids, 2; defective 
vision, 4; defective hearing, 1; decayed teeth, 56; abnormal 
throats, 8; obstruction of nose, 8; diseased gums, 3; defective 
postures, 3; 10 per cent. or more underweight, 21; 20 per 
cent. or more overweight, 4; defective speech, 2; unclean 
scalps, 5. 

Of the 126 pupils inspected, 92 were found with defects, 34 
eligible to qualify for the Seven-Point pin and certificates. 
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Of the 56 having decayed teeth, 28 had decay of temporary 
teeth, 26 of. the permanent teeth, and 9 needed prophylac- 
tic cleaning. 

Several school follow-up visits have been made to the homes 
in the interest of having the defects corrected, and especially 
the decayed teeth, which seems to be our greatest problem 
in all schools, due posibly to lack of funds and the distance 
between home and dentists. 

Since previous inspections there have been several correct- 
ions—36 dental, 3 visions, 4 tonsil and adenoids removed by 
operation, 1 skin and 1 underweight corrected. 

The Hancock County Health Service is supported through 
the sale of Christmas seals and by the town appropriations. 
We wish to express our thanks and appreciation to all who 
have in any way made this work possible.

FLANDER’S BAY NURSING SERVICE 
East Sullivan 

To the citizens of the locality of East Sullivan I submit my 
report of health work in the schools. When schools opened in 
- September the nurse inspected the pupils for symptoms of 
infectious diseases and the school grounds and buildings. 
During the month the nurse made the annual health inspec- 
tion in all the schools, leaving a report of the inspections 
with the teacher for her use. 
‘Number of pupils inspected, 40; with defective teeth, 22; 
defective throats, 2; defective vision, 5; defective hearing, 2; 
enlarged glands, 6; 10 per cent or more underweight, 6; poor 
posture, 2; miscellaneous defects, 3. 

Notices of defects found have been sent to parents and 
cooperation was offered by the nurse in securing corrections. 

The teachers have been given a record of results of health 
inspection. One chool child was taken to the Mt. Desert Is- 
land hospital for a needed throat operation and one child 
has had a vision correction. Special class inspections have 
been made for symptoms of whooping cough and measles, and 
the nurse has made many home visits to assist with health 
problems.
